SUPREME COURT, 
IN BANKRUPTCY. 


(Befora His Honour Mr E, J. Ackroyd, 


Acting Chief Justice.) 
Thuraday, June 21, 


A FIGHT OVER 83%. 

In the matter of Ohoi Yik Ya, on. the 
petition of a creditor,.Mr Bowley (Mr A. 
L. Dannys’ offics) appeared for the pati- 
tioning creditor, and the debtor put inno 
appearance either in person or by legal re- 
pretentative, Mr J. ¥.

Our defeat, under 
thost ussatisfactory conditions, in the con- 
toast for tho America Cup, had, in fact, to 
all appaarancs,. so dashed our national 
apitit “that a speedy recovery acenied 
beyond the probabilities, The designing 
or constructing of new racera of any clase 
was regarded as the unlikeliest of events, 
while many of the boats which had just 
made themselves and their owners famous
